The question, what is meant by the term “citizen of the
United States” in the constitution aod laws of the United
States, how the rights of such citigenship may be scquired,
und how lost, hus not heec mu{ determined, either by
legislation or adjudication. 1 think, bowever, that most
of the elements of the question are easy to be discerned
and of indubitable effect in ite solution.

To begin: we are to distinguish between natural-born
citizens and ecltizens by naturalisation, Thus, the constl-
tution declares thal “No person except a natural-born cit-
izen, or & citizen of the United States at the adoption of
the constitution, shall be eligible o the office of Preaident
of the United States.” (Art. i, sec. 1.) 11 aleo provides
that Congress shall bave power “to establish an uniform
rule of nataralization,” (Art i, sec. 8.) Here i3 the first
great line of distinction, then, eilizgans born such, and citi-
zens made such by naturalizetion,

Who, then, are “natural-born” citizens of the Unll.vti!
States?

The word “citizen” has relative applications which mod-
ify its actul sense in given cased,

Thus we g of the citizen of a city as distinguished
from that of a State, and of a State as distinguished from
that of the United States.

In its bighest political sense it signifies, in our public

But
eloctorahip mnd cilizenship nre different things; they are
not of necessity consocinted facts; a person may be elector
and not citizen, ns he may be citizen and not elector. In
a word, no conclusions whatever affecting the subject ean
be deduced from the constitution and laws of the State of
W lsoonsin.
